Detroit, Mich., July 28.—The national 


league of local building and loan associa- 
tions began its annual seaslon here tbls 
juorning. Twenty states, all of those 
which have state leagues were represent- 
ed. President Michael J. Brown ca'led 
tho meeting to order. 
Major Maybury 


welcomed tbe delegates. After tho ap- 
pointment of committees the president 
read his annual address. 


President Brown gave a review of the 


imiro salient features connected with the 
progress of building and loan associations 
from their inception, and of the mutual 
benefits derived from their operation. He 
?;ild the past year baa not been ono of 
homo building, but rather of mortgage 
creating period, in which nearly all tho 
people have bad a hard struggle. The 
wage earners of the land bad sacrificed, 
during tbe last few years, five billions of 
dollars, or ten times aa much as the assets 
of all the building associations of the 
United States. 
Tbe president nrgod all 


building focietiea to encourage only sim- 
ple, conservative and economical metbcds 
and aid in all matters calculated to help 
wage earners ot save money and purchase 


ho:-jos. 


Secretary Cellarius presented bis an- 


nual report. It showed tbe total assets ot 
local building and loan associations of the 
1'nited States to be $698.385,000. an in- 
crease of $18.070,000 during tbe past 


5-1 ar. 
The total local associations are 


177H. with a membership of 1,010,300, an 
increase of 65,171 duirng tbe year. 
Tha 


highest proportionate gains wore made in 
the oat-tern and 
central states, whoso 


building 
association interests are ths 


greatest, and the states showing a loss in taining food 
assets are nil in the territory west of tho 
Mississippi river, except in Illinois and 
lunnosaEO.

GREAT SUFFERING PREDICTED. 


Alaska Papers on the Winter's Outlook on 


the Yukon. 


Taooma. Wash., July 28.—Tho Alaska 


papers are calling in double leaded e'dito-' 
rials upon the gold hunters who ore rush- 
ing belter skelter from all purta of tha 
country, for the Klondyke to bring a Buffi - 
ciont supply of food to nourish them for 
six months, or else come prepared to face 
starvation and death from the intense 
cold or scurvy, which is worse than 
death. The Juneau. (Alaska) Searchlight, 
one of tho most conservative of the Arctic 
publications, tells tbe adventurer aud tbo 
impecunious gold seeker to keep away, 
and then adds: 


'Thnro is a strong probability that 


there will be a short allowance of provi- 
sions in tbo Yukon the coming winter, 
even if thera is no actual suffering from 
thu want of food, and ovory one going in 
will do well to take sufficient supplies to 
last until next summer. 
JJ'ully 2500 peo- 


ple bave gone in this year over the Cbil- 
cat Pass, and 200 or 300 will go up tbe 
river on bhe steamers. 


"To aay there are 5000 people now In 


the Yukon Valley Is a conservative esti- 
mate, and if all these decide to winter 
there it ia doubtful if ths trading com- 
pany can got in provisions enough to last 
through the winter. It is clearly seen 
that there will be a shortage, the miners 
will bave to take matters in band, and 
all those not having a winter's outfit 
must go down the river. 
There is no 


higher law than necessity and it Is better 
that some should have to leave the coun- 
try, however unwillingly they may go, 
than that all should suffer from hunger. 
Some have tbe gold fever so badly that 
they are willing to run any risks, take tbe 
most desperate chances. They start from

Treasury Chief to Make a Thorough Study 


of Currency, 


Washington, July 28.—Secretary Gage 


is to undertake a comprehensive study of 
the currency, with n view to being ready 
with recommendations for reforms In the 
monetary system when Congress reas- 
sembles in December. 
He will make the 


examination on the same broad basis as 
v,-ascontemplated in the scheme for a cur- 
rency commission. 
Tbe secretary realizes 


that the prospects of favorable action by 
congress on tbe proposition for a commis- 
sion are very poor, and thai necessity for 
reforms so impresses him tbat he bas re 
solved to undertake tbe inojiiry himself. 
He has the hearty encouragement of the 
president, and will endeavor to enlist tha 
assistance of all tbe leading financiers of 
the country. He hopes to bo prepared to 
make an exhaustive report to congress In 
December.

murder was committed here yesterday in 
an old shanty on East Jefferson street. 
Mary Brisooe and her two year old, child 
were brained by tbe woman's jilted lover, 
Jamea Mlngla. A hatchet was tho weapon 
u;ed in tbo commission nf the revolting 
murder, and this was found with blood 
atains on it by neighbors when they 
entered tbe bouse of tbo unfortunate 
woman. 
Tho child lived only a short 


time, but tbe woman lingered on in great 
agony during the rest of tho day. 


There Is every evidence that tbe crluio 


was premeditated, even to its detail?. 
Several days ago Mingle was heard to say 
that be would kill tbo woman and child 
witb an ax, and tbls morning be said to a 
man in tbe vicinity of the woman's home 
that there "would be hell to pay around 
here pretty soon." 


The murderer entered the houae / by the 


back door. There are three rooms in the 
house, and as be passed through the 
kitchen be picked up a batcbet and went 
to the next room, where tho woman and 
her child were still asleep. Ho Jlrat struck 
the woman, anfl evidert'y she was sense- 
less after the first blow, as no sound was 
beard by tbe neighbors at tbe time. As 
soon as Mingle finished his dastaidy deed 
ho left the hocse and was seen at Fifth 
street and Eastman avenuo. Later be 
was arrested by Deputy Sheriffs Feastcr 
and Barnes. lie made no resiatonoe, and 
professed entire ignorance of the orituo; 
but bhoro were blood stains on his Bhirt 
nnd hands,anii tbo officers weru convinced 
that they had luado no mistake.

developed that two women, Mrs. Laura 
Willis and Mrs. Bertie Sbee'c-j'hail heard 
n noise in the house, ynd, supposing that 
lli was ono of Minglo's drunken flts, paid 
uo besil until Mrs.

Kansas City, Mo., .Inly 28.— Frank M. 


Lowe, prosecuting attorney of Jackson 
county, has snaeeeded in bringing uboat

When John Scblegel shot and killed Dr. 
L. A. Berber, a promineiit physician, a 
couple of weeks ago, much public sympa- 
thy wag created for Soblegel by bis asser- 
tion that Dr. Burger bad criminally as- 
saulted Mrs. .Sohlegel, and that he killed 
Berger because Prosecutor Lowe refused 
to permit the arrest and prosecution of 
Berger. 
Mr. Lowe left the city a day or 


two before the Berger murder, and did 
cot reSnru until laat batnrday. Thou be 
created a sensation by declaring that be 
bad letters in his possession to prove that 
Sohlegel offered to compromise with Dr. 
Berger for a money consideration, and 
that tbe settlement bad been arranged. 


This morning Mr. Lowe said tbat be 


could not find those letters, and tonight 
he declares them locked up in a sate de- 
posit box, though be will not permit any 
one to see them, nor will be submit copies 
of them. 
An expression beard on every 


side is that Lowe mast convict SoblegeJ. 
In order to acquit himself, and even then 
Lowe's skirts will not be clear, because 
It is held that be should have caused tbe 
arrest of Sohlegel If It Is true that the lat- 
ter tried to blackmail Berger, and In tbat 
event tbe murder of Berger would proba- 
bly bave been avoided..

Henry Ray, 8th United States Infantry, 
atntioued here, received telegraphic notice 
yesterday from tho secretary ot war that 
be had boon detailed to command an ex- 
pedition to the Yukon district, Alaska, 
for tbe establishment of a government 
post. 
Captain Ray's command will con- 


sist of 03 men, two surgeons and two 
lieutenants. He is ordered to be at Seat- 
tle not later than August 5, and will pro- 
ceed by steamer from that place to Mich- 
nelofski, about 100 miles north of tbe 
mouth of the Yukon. From there Cap- 
tain JSay will probably take bis command 
overland over tbo old Huutlan trail to the 
Yukon, saving 400 miles water transpor- 
tation by this route. He will then pro- 
ceed up the river to some point to bo se- 
lected by him in tbo neighborhood of old 
Foit Yukon, wbere.bo will establish win- 
ter quarters and build a fort. 
Captain 


Ray has not boon notified wbat men bo 
Is to take, and over 100 privates of tho 
8tb Infantry made application to him to- 
day to bo allowed to form bis command. 
Captain Rny served In tho volunteer army 
durln~ the civil war, joining tbe regular 
service in 1867. He has taken part in 
most of tbe Indian wars of tbe west, and 
has seen varied service In all parts of tbe 
country. In 1881 bo was sent to tho arc- 
tic regions in command of wbat IB known 
as tho Port Barrow expedition, remain- 
ing for two years. In the discharge of 
this duty Captain Ray did what no other 
United States officer hoe done when sent 
to the high latitudes. 
He brought back 


his entire expedition without the loss of a 


man. 


In tlio last eighteen months I was 


there," said Captain Hay, "I did not 
have a man on siek report."

DEATH DUE TO HABIT. 


A Scientist SB>» ThotiBht May Deter- 


mine Human Existence. 


Dr C A. Stephens, a New England 


man,' a graduate of the Boston Univer- 
sity Medical school and a. member of 
many learned bodies, built a laboratory 
several years ago at Norway Lake, near 
Norway, Me., and he spends almost all 
his time there im estimating the causes 
of old age and death, with the object 
of their alleviation and removal. Dr. 
Stephens published from his laboratory 
the close connection of all the cells in 
the brain by nerve fiber, enabling them 
to feel and act together, about 1% years 
before the discovery v. as announced by 
the great Spanish physiologist, Earnon 
y Caja, of Madrid. 
Dr. Stephens says he is confident thai 


the progress of brain science will en- 
able mankind successfully to overcome 
decay and its climax death. He points 
out that matter is indestructible and 
that the law of the universe is immor- 
tality. He believes that death at three- 
score and ten or thereabouts is largely 
a matter of behei and habit. Genera- 
ion after generation is born into the 
world, expecting- to die at a certain 
ime, and it dies then. He very forcibly 
points out that if children were brought 
up with the idea of Ihmg forever this 
altered expectation would gradually 
but surely extend the life limit in the 
course of generations. 


To prove that life length is largely a 


child of habit and environment he in- 
stances the elephant and the swan, 
whose ages run^into the centuries, as 
compared with infusoria and moths, 
whose hcjday of existence is but the 
fleeting moment. His studies have been 
particularly directed toward the micro- 
scopic examination of the brain cells 
of the old and infirm. He finds their 
nuclei dark and shrunken, just like the 
bram cells of the fatigued pigeons, and 
of the honey bees, so graphically illus^ 
trated by Dr. Hodge, of Claik univer- 
sity, Worcester, Mass. 


Dr. Stephens raises the serious in 


quiry as to whether the universal pres- 
ence of microscopic "dirt" may not be 
a potent factor of old age and decay.

He 
joints out that father and child, death 
ind hie, generation after generation, 
are not the ideals of human society, but 
only its makeshifts. Immortal life is 
the real aim in view, and he belivcs it 
•will be achieved in time.—Philadelphia

Our tent is pitched In a little 
grassy valley, surrounded by tall moun- 
tains f n every side 
Plenty of pine wcod. 


Ice oold water from the creek, which roars 
down the cannon from the snowy range 
15 miles above. 
When tne boys proposed 


naming the camp, I suggested the name 
of my favorite town, and so 'Camp Deca- 
tur' it'ls. In this vicinity Is almost every 
variety of game known to the hunter- 
bear, mountain lion, panther, elk, deer, 
antelope, mountain sheep, grouse, sage 
hens, eto. 
Coming over the desert we 


killed a great many sage hens, and had 
some fine stews.

night at Sand Cooley, In the midst of the 
rattle snake country.

Tangier, Morocco, is as much an Eu- 


ropean town as Shanghai in 
China. 


Like Shanghai, or that part of it -which 
is nearest the port, Tangier is governed 
by a committee of all the foreign con- 
suls and ministers, of which the British 
minister is chairman, acting in concert 
with Mohammed el Torres, the Shereef- 
ian minister of foreign, affairs. 


Like the open sea, Tangier has a three- 


mile limit. 
Beyond that limit the 


Moorish rule extends without let or 
hindrance; and if an American or Eu- 
ropean ventures beyond he must apply 
to his minister for an escort. The min- 
ister, after satisfying himself that the 
person making the request is entitled 
to his services, makes representations 
to the government, and the escort is 
furnished. 
In spite of these precautions there is, 


sometimes trouble. 
Consul-General 


Burke has had difficulty in enforcing1 
claims for damages for wrongs suffered 
bj prouctcd r-ithes; and the San 
Francisco and Raleigh, of the United 
States ra.-j. were -entto enforce com- 
pliance. Of course they did it, by their 
mere presence, without delay. Morocco 
has no navy, and Tangier no modern 
defenses, and the sultan thought a hint 
as good as a kick. 
The trouble is that hib shereenan 


majesty, the sultan of Morocco, hasn't 
very much contiol over bis own sub- 
jects near Tangier. Many of them be- 
lon» to the dreaded Rif tribe, pirates 
from of old. They are the sole remain- 
ing representathe-s of the Barbary sca- 
robber-5, whom an American fleet once 
thrashed so soundly.

A Betenttet Say. Thought May Deter- 


mine Human Existence. 


Dr C A. Stephens, a New England 


man, a graduate of the Boston Univer- 
sity Medical school and a member of 
many learned bodies, built a laboratory 
several years ago at Norway Lake, near 
Norway, Me., and he spends almost all 
his time there investigating the causes 
of old age and death, with the object 
of their alleviation and removal. Dr. 
Stephens published from his laboratory 
the close connection of all the cells in 
the brain by nerve fiber, enabling them 
to feel and act together, about l»/2 years 
before the discovery vi as announced by 
the great Spanish physiologist, Ramon 
yCaja, of Madrid. 


Dr. Stephens says he is confidenttfca.. 


the progress of brain science will en- 
able mankind successfully to overcome 
decay and its climax death. He points 
out that matter is indestructible and 
that the law of the universe is immor- 
tality. He believes that death at three- 
score and ten or thereabouts is largely 
3 matter of belief and habit. Genera- 
ion after generation is born into the 
world, expecting to die at a certain 
time, and it dies then. He very forcibly 
points out that if children were brought 
up with the idea of living forever this 
altered expectation would 
gradually 


but surely extend the life limit in the 
course of generations. 


To prove that life length is largely n 


child of habit and environment he in- 
stances the elephant and the swan, 
whose ages run, into the centuries, as 
compared with infusoria and moths, 
whose he} day of existence is but the 
fleeting moment. Hib studies have been 
particularly directed toward the micro- 
scopic examination of the brain cells 
of the old and infirm. He finds their 
nuclei dark and shrunken, just like the 
brain cells of the fatigued pigeons, and 
of the honey bees, so graphically illus- 
trated by Dr. Hodge, of Clark uiiher- 
sity, Worcester. Mass. 


Dr. Stephens raises the serious in- 


quiry as to whether the universal pres- 
ence of microscopic "dirt" may not be 
a potent factor of old age and decay,

ancient races, as described in the Old 
Testament, and as authenticated in 
monuments, shows that unusual length 
of life has been a fait accompli of his- 
tory, and suggests that the detdrminn- 
tion of life length is possibly and prac- 
tically with the domain of thought. 


As humanity in its physiological ex- 


pression is wholly a compromise with 
perfection, Dr. Stephens argues, better 
food selection and a more watchful out- 
look against the introduction of for- 
;ign and inorganic material into the 
ystem cannot help increasing the life 
lotential of each unit of the race. 


Dr. Stephens holds that what is 


known as "soul" is merely cell experi- 
ence, the knowledge acquired by cells, 
collectively and individually, during 
j ears of hereditary transmission. This 
view is the same held by Sir William 
Thomson and Thomas A. Edison. He 
points out that father and child, death 
ind life, generation after generation, 
are not the ideals of human society, but 
only its makeshifts. Immortal life is 
the real aim in view, and he belives it 
will be achieved in time.—Philadelphia 
Cor. St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

HALL AT "CAMP DECATUR." 


Way One In Wyoming Far Blatant from a 


Postofflce—RonjflilnB It. 


The Republican Is IB receipt of the fol- 


lowing letter from Pastor Hall of tne 
Tabeinaole congregation, dated at Ker- 
wln, Wyoming, but there is evidently no 
postoffloe at Kerwin, for there Is no print- 
ed stamp on tbe envelope, neither is the 
postage stamp cancelled in the usual man- 
ner. 
The cancellation was doue with a 


pen. 
Here is tbe letter: 


"Camp Deoatur, Big Horn Co., Wyoming, 


"Sunday, July 18,1897. 


Dear Bepnblioan—While resting from 


the chase today, I am thinking ot home. 
All the rest of the party, including tbe 
watch dog, are asleep. The rain ia pat- 
tering on the tent, a plnewood tire Is 
crackling at tie door, and why shouldn't 
Ijlet my Decatur friends know what I am 
doing, and 'where I'ato at,' through your 
friendly columns? 


"Our party is made up of seven souls, 


besides the dog and six horses (whether 
they have souls or not is a mooted ques- 
tion.) 
We do our*; own cooking, 
each 


man trying his hand at making bread, 
frying potatoes and 
bacon, 
stewing 


evaporated 
peaches, broiling fish and 


game, or anything else that needs a band. 


"The party is well equipped for the 


summer's outing. In addition to a 4- 
borse wagon and large tent, we have two 
pack horses, Dutch oven, table utensils of 
all kinds (not fancy, but serviceable,) 
axes, spades, eto. Every man carries a 
Winchester repeating rille, shooter Col'.'s 
revolver and 6 Inch hunter's knife. 
Our 


shoes are heavily bob nailed fur bill 
climbing. In big bolt each man carries 
about 40 rounds of cartridges. We think 
we would be a dangerous outfit for most 
anything to tackle with evil intent. Tbe 
party is composed of BIX meu and a boy. 


am tbe only preacher in tbe gang. We 


rounded up' at Bed Lodge, Hont., where 
we camped several days while getting 
everything ready for tho trip. -Then we 
journeyed for four days across tbe 'bad 
lands,' or desert, finally pitching our 
camp near the head ot Wood river, Wyom- 
ing, about 150 miles from rail, In one of 
the wildest and most unknown portions 
of the west. Our camp is in a picturesque 
spot. Our tent ia pitched in a little 
graflsy valloy, surrounded by tall moun- 
tains rn every side 
Plentyof pine wcod. 


Ice cold water from the creek, which roars 
down the cannon from the snowy range 
15 miles above. When tne boys proposed 
naming tbe aamp, I suggested tbe name 
of my favorite town, and so 'Camp Deca- 
tcr' it'ls. In this vicinity is almost every 
variety of game known to tbe hunter'- 
bear, mountain lion, panther, elk, deer, 
antelope, mountain sheep, grouse, sage 
hens, eto.

Bull river. This is a romantic little vil- 
lage of one store, a school house, post- 
office, ulnoksmith shop, hotel and two sa- 
loons. Here the cowboys congregate, and 
lots of mot-ev changes hands at tbe gam- 
ine tables,

The Expensive Senate. 


The Chicago Tribune: 'Ihere wero Im- 


ported daring the year 1896 4100 million 
ponnds of sugar, free and dutiable, raw 
and reflnfd, cane and beat. Germany 
furnished moid than any other one conn- 
try, and 21 per cent of the total. Next 
ca.i'ie the East Indies and then the Ha- 
waiian islands. Next came Cuba. Other 


I countries from which sugar came were 


Egypt, the Philippine Islands, Anstriu- 
flutig,iry, Belgium, Era/il, Java, and the 
British West India Islands. 


During the months cf March, April, 


May and Juno, and the first 31 days nf 
July of the present year, 3430 million 
pounds of sugar of all kinds have been 
imported. 
Nearly 90 per cent of a year's 


supply has been imported in Jo s than live 
months, or during the period between tbo 
introduction of the present tariff bill and 
the date of its passage. 


While that law was bung up In the sen- 


ate tho sugar trust was scouring the 
world for sugar to be imported under the 
40 per cent ad vilnrem duty of the Wilson 
law, rather than under tho higher duties 
which were to be Imposed under tho new 
lav;. 


The t-tal value of the sugar imported 


since March 1 is about 00 million dollars. 
A little of that was refined German su- 
gar, but most of It was raw sugar import- 
ed for the trust. 
It rushed in about a 


thousand million pennda more than it 
wotfd have done were there to have been 
no change in duties. 


If the new tariff had gone into effect at 


the close of March, the government would 
have been the gainer to the amount of 
about 1& million dollars. 
There would 


not have been as much sugar imported 
during April, May June and July as 
there was, but all that scgar_would have 
come in later and would have paid n duty 
of 75 per cent instead of 40 per cen«i. 


So the dilatory senate has played havoc 


•with the revenes of the government for 
the present fiscal year. Nor is the mis- 
chief d me confined" to sugar alone, al- 
though tho lose is greater on that than 
any other blugle commodity. i"or the 
months of March, April and May the im- 
ports of woolens exceeded those of the 
three corresponding months of the preced- 
ing year by 19 millions, and those of hides 
by 21 reillions. The imports of cotton 
manufactures increased 40 per cent and of 
silk goods over 70 per cent. 


Thus cho senate has allowed tiha treas- 


ury to be plundered for the benefit of the 
sugar trust and of the importers of nu- 
merous kinds of foreign manufactures 


Canadians are clamoring for a law to

Dr. William 
Wollaston 
rendered 


many services to science. He was the 
first to detect the Fratmhofer lines in 
the solar spectrum nnd to demonstrate 
the identity of galvanism and frictional 
electricity.

One day a visitor from a foreign coun- 


try called upon the doctor and asked 
to be shown the laboratory where so 
many valuable discoveries had been 
made. The doctor conducted his visitor 
to a small room in which there was no 
furniture except a table; on the table 
was an old tea tray containing a small 
balance, a blowpipe, some test papers 
and a few watch glasses. 


"This room," said Dr. Wollaston, "is 


my laboratory, and on that tea tray are 
all of my work tools." 


Everybody 
knows that Benjamin 


Franklin, the eminent American states- 
man and philosopher, robbed the thun- 
der cloud of its lightning by means of 
a kite and a silk handkerchief. 


A celebrated English engraver,Thom- 


as Bewick, drew his first sketch with 
common chalk upon the walls of the 
little cottage in which he lived. The 
far-famed chemist, Julius Stockhardt, 
learned the art of combining colors by 
closely studying the wings of many 
butterflies. 


Dr. Joseph Black, n chemist of note, 


discovered latent heat by using as tools 
a pan of water and two thermometers. 
Sir David Wilkie, the renowned painter, 
for his first work made use of a barn 
door and a charred stick for want of 
canvas and pencil. 


John Opie was called "the Cornish 


wonder" because of his great skill in 
portraiture. He was asked, one day. 
by what wonderful process he mixed 
his colors. 
"I mix them with my brains," an- 


swered the painter. 


Benjamin West, a well-known Amer- 


ican painter, manufactured his first 
brush out of a cat's tail. Sir Isaac New- 
ton -unfolded the composition of light 
and origin of color by means of a sheet 
of pasteboard, a prism and a lens. Out 
of an anatomist's syringe, which by 
accident came into his possession, Watt, 
the great British engineer and mechan- 
ical inventor, constructed his first mod- 
el of the condensing steam engine. 


Demosthenes resolved to become an 


orator, and in order to carry out his re- 
solve it was necessary for him to over- 
come some serious obstacles. His man- 
ners were awkward, his breath short, 
and his voice stammering and indis- 
tinct. He did not attend a school of 
oratory, nor did he have n private 
tutor; but we are told that he first 
shaved one side of his head only, so 
as to make it impossible for him to go 
into society, and thus divert himself 
from his purpose. 


Then, to overcome the defect in his 


speech, he adopted the 
practice of 


speaking with pebbles in his mouth; 
and that he might be able to make him- 
self heard in the tumult of popular as- 
semblies, he declaimed hour after hour 
upon the seashore; to observe nnd cor- 
rect his awkward gestures, he spent 
much time practicing before a mirror. 
Thus, by patience and perseverance, he 
became the greatest orator of antiquity. 


Bernard Palissy, the French potter, 


chemi&t and enamcler, had but little 
indeed to work with when making- his 
first, experiments. But in spite of pov- 
erty, religious persecution and many 
other impediments, ha pursued with 
untiring energy the art- of pottery, 
glass-painting and enameling, and be- 
came one of the first artists of 
the 


French renaissance. 


To these names scores of others might 


be added of persons that have climbed 
high on the ladder of fame by making 
a right use of whatever tools or means 
were within their reach, by a healthful, 
praiseworthy desire to excel and by 
"keepinp everlastingly at it."—Phila- 
delphia. Times.
